REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach an axial flow fan motor having for a cooling unit where the fan motor is 
disposed on one side of a heat sink to direct cooling air into the interior of the heat sink 
for air cooling and is disposed on the side of the heat sink opposite a heat generating 
device, where the fan motor includes a rotor with a plurality of fan blades attached to the 
outer circumferential surface of the rotor and which is rotatable about a central axis, with 
the motor having a casing with an outer peripheral surfaces that is coaxial with the rotor 
between axially opposing inlet and outlet faces which are centered on the central axis, 
where the casing surrounding the rotor and blades defines an axial flow passage 
coaxial with the rotor for cooling air flow through the inlet through the casing between 
the rotor and the casing and exiting through the outlet face; where the motor includes a 
bearing holder on which is fixed a stator of the motor to be disposed inside the rotor with 
the bearing holder supporting the rotor fixed on rotary shaft of the motor via a bearing 
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and which connects the stator to the casing, where the casing includes a plurality of 
identical metal plates each having an outer edge continuous around and coincident with 
the outer periphery surface with opposing continuous planar surfaces oriented 
perpendicular to the central axis and having a central opening surrounding the axial flow 
path and centered on the central axis, wherein the plurality of identical metal plates 
laminated together with the continuous planar surfaces in continuous face-to-face 
contact with each other and arranged side-by-slde along the axial direction of the rotary 
shaft.
